JAIL MENU TOO POOR. 


Tho first people to call nt the jail to 


nee her were her son, Emil Hoover, and 
her nurse, Freda S\vanstovm. The latter 
came down from Mrs. Chadwick's home 
with some clothing for Mrs. Chftdwick 
and some linen for her bed. Both the 
nurse and Emil were allowed to see her 
for a short time, the mirae remaining 
after the young man. had loft tho jail. 
When informed by the matron of the ex- 
tent of tho jail menu card, the prisoner 


said Mrs. Chad- 


vick "I have here letters received in the 
norning mail from Dr. Chadwick's sis- 
ter's niece, and brother Judge Chadwick 
of Minnesota, nil ot which are very sym- 
pathetic in tone."

L 'Chadwick, pale, haggard and dejected, 
alighted from the train here yesterday 
she was met by a motley crowd which 
jeered, hooted and hissed the woman un- 
til she was given refuge in a jail cell 
from the howling people. 


Her home coming was In odd contrast 


to her departure for New York a few 
weeks ago, when, as the leading society 
woman of the city, in^the eyes of many, 
the -wealthiest, she drove to the station 
in a magnificent hansom and boarded the 
train in royal style. The greeting given 
her must have been an awful sting to 
her pride and it waa no wonder that she 
tottered and reeled as she was led to a 
carriage in waiting and was driven to the 
county jail.

body on the slide at the station. It was 
badly bloated and was frozen stiff.

REGULATING RAILROAD FREIGHT 


RATES. 


Chicago News: An eminent railway 


Inwver says that the president's recom- 
mendation regarding the desirability of 
giving to the interstate commerce com- 
mission the ri?ht to regulate 
raijroad 


rates without waiting on the slow pro- 
cesses of the courts is like hanging a 
man nnd giving him the right of appeal 
after the hanging. This is rather clever. 


But suppose we tirni it the-other way 


about. At least the .railroad would get 
something resembling a fair trial at the 
hands of the commission before the exe- 
cution of the sentence. A* matters now 
stand the shipper gets just what the 
railroads chooso-to impose upon him for 
their own profit. If' the 
commission' 


looks into the mattei-nnd denounces the 
injustice of the/infliction nothing comes 
of it until some.J-cnrs have passed. 


Senator Cullom says, and he ought to 


know, since he was the father of the in- 
terstate commerce law, thnt the inten- 
tion of the framers of tlrat law was to 
give to the commission the very power 
which the president now r.sks congress 
to give it. "The records of the commis- 
sion plainly show thnt it originally re- 
corded itself ns entitled to the exercise 
of thnt power. In a report issued five 
years after its organization tlic-commis- 
sion declared that it wns not restricted 
"to finding thnt nn existing rate was un- 
ensounble and forbidding its 
oontinu- 


nce. but hns the further authority to 
scertnin, order nnd enforce a rate that 
I reasonable." 
This view of the law wns not chJingeil 


intil the miestion of the commission's 
rowers was" brought before the supreme 
court in n ease wherein the coinniUsion 
ind ordered- a reduction in the excessive 
rates exacted by a southern road. The 
majority of the court decided that the 
commission did not have, the power to 
ssiie such nn order but left open the 
question whether the commission might 
not prescribe maximum rates nml require 
that they bo not exceeded.

When tho blizzard reached its highest 


velocity at dusk yesterday $ looked as 
if there would bo a blockade on the elec- 
tric and steam, railway lines touching 
Racine. Snow had fallori to the depth 
of nine inches on the level and in many 
places drifted to the depth of a foot. Out 
in tho country it was worse and on many 
of tho highways travel was difficult. Cuts 
on tho railways filled in fast and snow 
plows were used on portions of the elec- 
tric railway riystero, especially on the in- 
terurban line. 


Some of the cars wore perhaps fifteen 


minutes late getting in, but in no in- 
stance was there a complete blockade or 
suspension of business. On the 
local 


lines delays were frequent, cither by deep 
snow on the tracks or curs leaving the 
rails. As a result many pedestrians were 
belated in different sections of the town. 


TRAINS BEHIND. 


' Trains on the Chicago & Northwestern 
»nd Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul roads 
wero in some cases thirty minutes late, 
but others camo in on schedule time. 
Just about the time railway 
officials 


were becoming alarmed and wore getting 
ready for a fight with the snow heaps, 
the storm ceased and it came out clear 
and cold. The thermometer went down 
rapidly and this morning it was only 
nine above zero. A strong wind prevail- 
ed, which made the atmosphere biting 
coid, but as the day advanced it warmed 
•up and was comfortable. 


On the lake the storm was more s=- 


vero than land, but the Goodrich boat 
left Milwaukee and came into port not 
over half an hour late. While 
thick 


weather prevailed ana it was cold, no 


8oa to amount to anything prevailed and 
hardships were not endured to any ex- 
tent. 


STRUCK BY CAR, 


Peter Searles, a resident of the town 


of Caledonia, narrowly escaped 
death 


early last evening. The blizzard was at 
its height when he cainc out of the Hotol 
Ivcs barroom at Ives, three mile* north 
of the city. It is said that he had been 
drinking heavily during the day and was 
partly 
intoxicated 
when he waded 


through the piles of snow to reach the 
cleared space between the rails of the 
intorurban tracks. Tho car which is due 
hero at G:30 o'clock was coming around 
tho curve north of Ives when Peter came 
out of the saloon and the whistle was 
blown to warn him of his danger, but 
Peter did not hear it, or did not pay any 
attention to it if ho did hear it, and 
stepped directly in front 01 tho rapidly 
moving car. The next second Peter was 
in the air and ho landed forty feet away 
in a huge drift of snow. 


As soon as tho motorman saw that he 


had struck the man, ho brought his car 
to a stop and Mr. Searles was picked up 
und taken into the rear end'of tho car 
where ho lay unconscious. The motor- 
man notieed'Searles come out of the sa- 
loon and get onto the track and slacken- 
ed his speed some, and in this way possi- 
bly was his life caved. When the car 
arrived at the power house, the ambu- 
lance was called and the injured man 
taken to the St. Luke's hospital, where 
Dr. Brchm, the county physician, was 
called to attend him. Ten stitches were 
taken in a long cut on tho left side of 
Soarlc'3 head. In addition to this cut 
ho was seriously injured about the face, 
both eyes being blackened this morning 
»nd so swollen that he is unable to see 
out of them. It was thought that he 
was fatally injured, but at 5 o'clock this 
morning he regained consoiousness and 
asked about the accident.

THE AUSTRALIAN BALLOT. 


Minneapolis Tribune: We arc always 


talking glibly about the Australian bal- 
lot. Moro than half the states of the 
union have what they call Australian 
ballot laws, and the law of almost every 
state is formed on the Australian model. 
But as a matter of fact there is not one 
pure Australian ballot law in the coun- 
try. We do not know what the average 
American voter would do with it if there 
were. The Australian voter must exer- 
cise far more care and possess far more 
intelligence than we find among Ameri- 
can electors to make it work there. 


The Australian ballot is simply a list 


of names of candidates for office with- 
out party names or other designation. 
Under governor, sheriff 
or judge are 


printed all the names of candidates for 
those offices. 
No other printing is al- 


lowed on the ballot. The names are even 
arranged in different order under differ- 
ent offices and on different copies of the 
ballot. No candidate or party has any 
advantage of position and the place of a 
name on the ticket is no hint of the par- 
ty it belongs to. 


No Australian can vote his party tick- 


et unless he is intelligent 
enough to 


recognize and careful enough to pick out 
and mark tho names of its candidates 
without any other guide than his own 
memory. What sort of voting should 
we get under this system in New York 
city, or, indeed, in the greater port of 
Minneapolis? When the Australian bal- 
lot came in, Tammany set up a school 
for voters. With a real Australian bal- 
lot these schools would have to be set 
up everywhere.

Under the old system the principa 


railroads paid a license fee of 4 per cen' 
on thoir gross earnings in lien of a state 
tax. Under the new system increase in 
the taxes of the larger roads is not as 
proportionally large as that of the smal 
ler roads. During the hearing* the smal 
Icr roads protested more strongly ngains 
their increases in taxes than did the lar 
ger ones.

DISCOVERS CRACK IN THE MOON 


One 
ElKllty Miles t,oae Soon ThronifU 


Thirty-Six In. Telescope. 


BERKELY, Cat,' Dec. 13.— The discov- 


ery of a great crack or rill on the face 
of the -moon which extends lengthwise 
through the valley of the Alps for a dis- 
tance of eighty miles is one of the facts 
announced in the latest bulletin issued 
from the Lick observatory. The rill on 
the moon was discovered by assistant J. 
B. Perrine with the 30 inch telescope. The 
rill is in the nature of a crack in the 
moon's crust, or of a dry river bed only 
a few hundred feet in width and some 
eighty miles in length, extending through 
the center of the valley. ' It can be seen 
only under good atmospheric conditions 
and when the sun is shining upon it at 
the proper angle. 


SPECKS ON TWO FINGERS 


THE CENTER OF INTEREST 


NEW YORK, Dec. 13— The small black 


specks observed in the skin on two fin- 
gers of Caesar Young's right hand by 
coroner's physician O'Hanlon when he 
pcrformed'the autopsy on Young's body, 
were the center of interest when the Pat- 
terson trial was resumed in the supreme 
court today. Dr. E. J. Lcderle today 
said his examination of the skin which 
was made with the aid of a microscope, 
failed to satisfy him . either that the 


spots' were or were not gunpowder. Ho 
said that chemical analysis might possi- 
bly show the* na'ture -of the. substance 
which caused the block spots, but that it 
would be only a chance and in making 
the experiment with the small bit of ma- 
terial submitted to him the identity of 
the spots might be destroyed. At tho 
suggestion of Mr. Rand the piece of skin 
was divided, one piece going to Dr. Lcd- 
erle and the other to 'the defendant's 
chemist for chemical analysis. 


Police Surgeon Dr. Phelps said that in 


his opinion, based upon an examination 
of. Young's body, the fatal shot was fired 
from the direction of left to right and 
that the pistol was held from three to 
five inches from the body when the shot 
was fired. "It certainly was more than 
three inches," the witness said.

means. 


In the advocacy by Senator Quarles of 


the amendments to the interstate com- 
merce there has hot been a thought, to 
appropriate tho least particle 
of

credit that may attach..to the governor.

STARTING OF THE liLAZE. 


John Fellows, a pipcin.ui, was caught 


on the llfth lloor of the Bo.itcll Bros. 
furniture 
establishment with three of 


his comrades. It was a critical moment 
in the progress of the conllagration. The 
flames had started . shortly 
after 
ten 


o'clock in the basement of the IVck es- 
tnblishmunt which fronts on Fifth street 
between 
First 
and 
Second 
avenues, 


south. It was a live story structure and 
the three upper flooom. were used _ by 
the Boutcll brothers whose 
establish- 


ment was nt the corner of First avenue, 
nnd Fifth street, for storage purposes, 


A.TI alley separated the two buildings. 
Although the Peck establishment was 
tilled with chcmwals, some of them very 
inflammable, the fire fighters had little 
doubt of their ability -to confine the 
flumes to that building. They attacked 
the tire on all sides. Fellows and his 
mate's had climbed to the fifth story of 
the Bontcll store and were pouring wt'.tcr 
into the Peek building from thu open 
windows. Then a strange thing happen- 
ed. All at once the wires that control 


' the automatic sprinklur system turned a 


dull red and in another instant the whole 
building from ton to bottom burst into 
name*. The sprinkler wires had .in some. 
way touched a live, heavy current wire. 
The "rent vodume of superheated air 
mingled with the gasacs from varnish and 
baking wood was touched oft" by the 
wires. The 
mischief 
was (lone and a 


huge fire was under way. 


SLID INTO THE KLAME?. 


The three men who were with Fellows 


succeeded 
in making miraculous exits 


down the lire escapes, but Fellows made 
the fatal error of running to the eleva- 
tor shaft and sliding down the cable in 
the belief that the lower rnrt of the 
building had not yet begun to burn. He 
slid into a cauldron of Ihiine and was 
seen no more. H. J. Huekley. another 
member 
of the insurance patrol 
was 


caught by a falling wall and killed. At 
least that is the supposition for he i-i 
missing and none of his comrades can 
find him or know what became of him. 


PROGRESS OF THE FLUE. 


When the Boutcll building burst into 


JUme» the firemen knew, that nothing 


could save it and turned their attention 
to stopping the fire where it was. The 
Bintliff Manufacturing company's estab- 
lishment next to the Boute.ll building °" 
First avenue could not be saved as it was 
practically a part of that building and 
of uniform height and style with it. It 
i* now a mass of ruins. 
Next to the 


IMntUff building is the new Northwestern 
National bank's new white marble build- 
ing, that looks like a Greek temple. It 
resisted the flames admirably and the 
fire- spread no further in that direction. 
Across First avenue from the 
Boutell 


corner stands the two story department 
store of the Powers Mercantile company, 
covering a quarter of the block. It is of 
very inflammable construction nnd soon 
flames began to appear along the eaves. 
The fire department, however, saturated 
it with water and succeeded in prevent- 
ing the fire from gaining a. secure foot- 
hold. The "Stop" was made at 'the ex- 
pense of heavy damnfie to the Powers 
stock. H prevented, however, a confla- 
"i-ation that would have gone fur and 
Ticked up much .property. The Powers' 
building has a Nice-Hot Avenue arcade 
entrance, which adjoins other inflamma- 
ble structures in the retail district. It 
also abuts on the newspaper buildings of. 
the Journal and the Tribune on Fourth 
street, which would have been in dire 
danger. It WHS vital therefore to stop, 
the'ilames without permitting them to 
leap First avenue and this was done. The 
street car loop around which nearly all 
of the lines of the city run was put out 
of business on First avenue, tind this pre- 
vents the operation of the First avenue 
lines. The other lines take an alterna- 
tive route. Many structures a block or 
more from the center of the fire were 
set ablaze by fyins,' masses of burning 
material and dozens of incipient fires 
were extinguished before 
they 
gained 


headway. The. Phoenix building, nine 
stories high, nt First avenue and Fourth 
street had several narrow escnpes, as did 
the Oneida block, eight stories high on 
the opposite corner.

Here It was that one of 
the moat Illustrious of the early Chris- 
tians, the famous St. Jerome., spent 
thirty years of his life by the light of 
a solitary candle making Ihe transla- 
tions and commentaries which have 
astonished and enlightened the Chris- 
tian world. When he died he wan In- 
terred In the grotto .where he had so 
long labored, and few are the tourists 
who leave' Bethelehem without payine 
a visit to his grave. 
As elsewhere^ there are great reli- 


gious services-in. the church throughout 
the Christmas ' season. 
The ' Roman 


Catholic' celebration' of Christmas Itself 
precedes'the Greek and Armenian. All 
are distinguished by a wealth of cere- 
mony and are very lengthy. 
The 


French consul general officially attends 
the Roman Catholic .service, heading a 
procession of pilgrims and prominent 
people of the city. . The greatest crush 
comes, however, at the Greek service, 
which is of especial Interest to visitors 
from western countries. From an ear- 
ly hour .the church Is besieged by pil- 
grims, many of whom, more especially 
those from Russia, secure positions of 
vantage hours before the services are 
to begin. There Is a steady stream to 
and from the grotto, the worshipers 
crowding In at Imminent risk of teins 
overcome by. the vitiated air. Sturdy 
guards find It an arduous task to keep 
a passage clear for the clergy. To the 
westerner the scene is.or.e of confu- 
sion worse confounded, for the people 
while away the hours of waiting by 
smoking, chatting, jesting and not in- 
frequently by quarreling. 


With the beginning of the ceremo- 


nials a certain measure nf order Is ob- 
tained, but it must bo said that there 
is nothing like the air of devotion 
which marks church services in Anglo- 
Saxon countries. This rs in part due 
to the fact that at the different altars 
In the church priests of different nccts 
are officiating. 
Tho Armenian altars 


have been placed at tho disposal of 
the Copts and Syrian?, whose Christ- 
mas falls on the same' day as that of 


the Greeks, and the liturgy of St. Mark, 
delivered in shrin, car splitting voices, 
intermingles in a most unpleasing dis- 
cord with the harsh tones of the GreeK 
liturgy. The services seldom end be- 
fore 2 o'clock in the morning, and then 
comes a magnificent procession through 
the church.

IS NOT AN EXTREME MEASURE. 
Minneapolis Tribune: After some pains 


and delay, The Tribune has obtained;the 
full text of the Cooper bill to increase 
the power of the interstate commerce 
commission. We cannot consider it an 
extreme measure, and we doubt if its 
provisions would'be opposed by large- 
minded and far-seeing railroad men, if 
they did not fear:that its consideration 
by congress would'• provoke more ex- 
treme legislation. If we are able to un- 
derstand the legal effect of the phrase- 
ology used in the bill, it maintains for 
the railroads the full protection of the 
courts. 
For many years the commission has 


had power to declare any challenged 
rate unreasonable, and to indicate a rea- 
sonable rate in its place. The railroads 
were not bound to put the commission's 
rate into effect until their appeal from 
it to the courts had been decided by the | 
supreme court of the United States, j 
This involved many years of delay at 
best. The commission complained that 
the railroads invariably made the pro- 
ceeding us dilatory as possible. In any 
case a decision could not be reached in 
•time to cure the particular grievance at 
which it was directed. 


Tlie Cooper bill provides that the com- 


mission's reasonable rate shall go into 
effect within thirty days. But it provides 
that the railroad companies' appeal to 
;he courts shall Have precedence over all 
business except criminal cases. More- 
over, it empowers the court, if it thinks 
the commission's order prima facia un- 
lawful or erroneous, to suspend it pend- 
ing a full hearing and review by an order 
as summary as a mandamus or injunc- 
tion. The just interest of the railroads 
seems to be protected at every point. • .
